quail corp ; of efficient inspectors to I 
upcrvb e tin' enforcement of his regu­ 
lations.

or chemicals

meat foods which are deleterious to 
health and Ii aves the 
mattei of de­ 
termining this question to the secre­ 
tary of agriculture, 
The label on the 
product is to indicate the ingredients, 
but the date of manufacture is not re­ 
quired to be Stated. 


Sanitary Requirements. 


The sanitary requirements 
which 
tho secretary is to prescribe and e n ­ 
force must insure complete sanitation 
aa to a1) buildings, whether slaughter­ 
houses or canning establishments,

tootling to violations of all these pro­ 
visions. 
The common carrier is sub­ 
ject to a heavy penalty if he* accepts 
for transportation any goods not bear­ 
ing the government label, or in case 
of foreign shipments, In addition to 
the label, not accompanied by the re­ 
quired certificate. 
The 
packers are 
subject to a heavy penalty for false 
labeling as to contents 
of packages. 
Trad*, names 
are to be 
allowed in 
some cases, in the discretion of the 
secretary, but in all cases 
the con­ 
tents of the package must be stated. 
The violation of a n y 'o f the provis­ 
ions of the regulations is made a m is­ 
demeanor, punishable by a tine not 
to exceed $10,000 or imprisonment not 
to exceed two years. 
There is a spe­ 
cial penalty against the bribery of in­ 
spectors, 
being imprisonment 
from 
one to three years and fines of from 
$1,0-10 to $10,000 for offering a bribe 
and Hie punishment for the accept­ 
ance of a bribe on the part of inspec­ 
tors.

Evidence Largely Technical. 


Half 
a dozen witnesses 
were ex­ 
amined who- «* evidence

Judge O. M. Spencer, 
in his argu­ 
m ent tor tho 
defendant, contended 
th a t tile Burlington 
railroad had a 
Joint rate under its contract with tho 
Clover Leaf and Lehigh Valley rail­ 
roads to carry the packinghouse prod- 
uctB at aerate, which would have been 


valid under the present ruling of the 
court had it been published. 
Hence 
the only crime, if any, committed, was 
the failing to publish the tariff under 
the contract. 
District Attorney A. S. Van Valken- 
burgh. arguing for 
the government, 
said simply that it was a plain case of 
violation 
of the 
Elkins 
act. 
The 
Burlington railway had m ade a con­ 
tract with the cacking companies at 
a rate of 23 cents a hundred and had 
continued to live up to that contract 
after there had been filed with the in­ 
terstate 
commerce 
commission an 
amended tariff of 35 cents. 
Judge McPherson, in instructing the 
Jury, said that the Burlington railroad 
had no right to make a contract for a 
period longer than 
the established 
rate of 22 oont-i should be in force. To 
have carried shipments for 23 cents 
after Aug. IT, 1905. when the tariff 
was raised to 35 cents, m u st be con­ 
sidered a concession. 
T he jury retired at 5 o’clock and 
returned their verdict at 5:35.
